Breaking down barriers 
between young and old

YOUNG and old have come together to celebrate a fourth 
successful year for the Intergenerational Project, a joint 
enterprise between Yarlington Housing Group, Yeovil 
College and South Somerset District Council designed to 
break down social and cultural barriers between age 
groups. 

As part of the Intergenerational Project, health and so¬ 
cial care students from Yeovil College have been working 
with older people at Yarlington’s retirement living 
schemes in Yeovil, West Coker and Crewkeme. This year, 
they have helped with therapeutic and creative activities, 
as well as reminiscence work and, working alongside 
Yarlington professionals, learning how to successfully in¬ 
teract with the residents. 

Each summer, the students organise a party for the peo¬ 
ple they have met to thank them and celebrate what they 
have learned from the project. Drawing on reminiscence 
work with residents, the students held a wedding themed 
event, complete with a bride and groom in the form of 
two-year-old twins Lucas and Larissa Gray. Inspired by 
what the older people told the students about their lives, 
the celebration included a jive demonstration, afternoon 
tea, live music and a sing-a-long featuring a range of clas¬ 
sic love songs. 

Yeovil College student Hay ley Kitto, 18, of Yeovil, 
said: “We started meeting the older people in mid-Lebru- 
ary and after talking to them came up with the idea of 
having a wedding party. I’ve really liked being involved 
in the Intergenerational Project, getting the chance to 
work with lots of different types of people and finding 
out about their life experiences.” 

Heather Parsons, Yarlington’s Retirement Living Extra 


Care scheme manager, worked with the students at 
Bowhayes Lodge in Crewkerne and said: “The residents 
have absolutely loved seeing the students. They’ve en¬ 
joyed talking about the past and reminiscing about their 
lives. Each group of students usually needs some prompt¬ 
ing at first, but they soon get to know the older people 
and start interacting and bonding with them, which is 
nice. 

“The younger generation needs to see the older gener¬ 
ation because people often have the wrong idea of what 
extra care is and it’s good to put that right. The older peo¬ 
ple have been really looking forward to today’s party and 
I’m sure they really enjoyed it - we’ll probably have a 
sing-song on the way home!” 

Health and social care lecturer Denise Hodgson added: 
“The Intergenerational Project began following the Prime 
Minister’s speeches about the importance of community 
cohesion and the Big Society. Part of that is about volun¬ 
teering and breaking down barriers to help people form 
relationships across age groups. 

“This project helps younger people realise that it’s good 
to hear the stories of older people and shows older people 
that youngsters are more than just the hoodies we see in 
the media. Both groups learn that they can have conver¬ 
sations with different people and it helps them grow in 
confidence. 

“Lor the students in particular, it brings their learning 
to life and takes them forward on their learner journey.”

Improvements to A358 to 
be considered as priority 


COUNCIL leaders have welcomed news that improve¬ 
ments on the A358 between llminster and Taunton will 
be looked at as a priority. 

The Highways Agency is currently carrying out phase 
two of a feasibility study to consider improving the 
A303/A30/A358 and had initially identified five 
stretches to look at in detail. It has now been announced 
that the section of A358 between Southfields Round¬ 
about at llminster and the M5 at Taunton will also be 
included as part of phase two. 

The news was welcomed by leaders of Somerset 
County Council and Taunton Deane Borough Council. 

It is expected that the Highways Agency will publish 
their findings in time for the government’s autumn state¬ 
ment, which will reveal the next round of funding allo¬ 
cations for future projects. 

Councillor John Osman, leader of Somerset County 
Council, said: “Anyone who regularly drives along the 
A303/A358 corridor will know that improvements are 
much needed and that’s why we as a council have been 
lobbying the government to take action. 

“I’m delighted this section of the A358 has been added 
as one of the priority areas. We will now see what hap¬ 
pens in the autumn, but I’m pleased to hear that the 
Government is listening to us in Somerset.” 

Councillor John Williams, leader of Taunton Deane 
Borough Council, added: “This is excellent news as im¬ 


provements to the A358 and junction 25 have been 
recognised as major impediments to our ambitious re¬ 
generation plans and economic development, so high on 
my agenda. 

“I have long pressed for improvement to this road and 
junction and it is great to see it move up the agenda, also 
that it is now being actively considered by the Highways 
Agency with the expectation of consideration in the 
government's autumn statement. 

“Any improvements to this route will be welcomed by 
motorists and residents to relieve the daily misery of the 
intolerable queues and delays and the resultant pollu¬ 
tion. This major step forward is welcomed by the bor¬ 
ough council.” 

County councillor for the llminster division, Linda 
Vijeh, also welcomed the new, commenting: “I am de¬ 
lighted at the long awaited news that this stretch of the 
A358 has been earmarked as a priority for development. 
Anything that can be done to improve this area, and to 
solve the constant problem of unacceptable traffic 
queues, and the frequent accidents, is to be welcomed. 

“However, being treated as a priority area for improve¬ 
ment and seeing it come to fruition are two different 
matters altogether. Locally, highways have been very 
active recently, and as much as these road works are 
needed, it would be good to be able to get from home 
to Taunton without several diversions along the way.” 


District and county to share offices 


IN a move to help their customers and maintain cost-ef¬ 
ficiency, South Somerset District Council and Somerset 
County Council have agreed a lease for sharing part of 
the district’s central office at Brympton Way, Yeovil. 

The agreement was signed on Friday, August 8th by 
both councils and marks a new phase of joint working 
by the two authorities. The county council’s adult and 
children services department, currently based at Maltra- 
vers House in Yeovil, will move to Brympton Way, 
starting in the autumn with the transfer completed by 
Christmas. 

In total the county council will occupy a complete 
floor and part of another at Brympton Way. 

Councillor Ric Pallister, leader of the district council, 
said: “This is a good day for local government in South 
Somerset. It makes sense to share accommodation with 
our colleagues and will help people using council serv¬ 
ices to have more on one site. 

“We are looking forward to welcoming our county 


colleagues in the autumn.” 

Councillor David Huxtable, Somerset County Council 
cabinet member for resources, added: “We are commit¬ 
ted to working more effectively with our partners to cre¬ 
ate a smaller, leaner and more customer-focused public 
sector in Somerset. We are working hard to reduce the 
amount of money we spend on offices and welcome this 
opportunity to work more closely with our colleagues 
at the District Council.” 

Staff of both councils are adopting flexible working 
patterns to make the most efficient use of office space, 
technology and resources. 

Councillor Tim Carroll, district council portfolio 
holder for finance and spatial planning, said: “These 
arrangements are part of a drive by the district towards 
flexible working that will maximise cost-saving at our 
premises - for example the introduction of hot-desking 
that will use technology to make more efficient use of 
our offices.”

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CONNECTING Devon and Somerset has confirmed that 
an additional £38million will be invested in improving 
superfast broadband coverage across the region. 

This funding will be spent on increasing coverage to 
95 per cent of homes and businesses by 2017. 

Councillor Andrew Leadbetter, cabinet member for 
economy and growth at Devon County Council, said: 
"We are delighted to announce that Connecting Devon 
and Somerset and its partners have raised over £19mil- 
lion towards better superfast broadband coverage in 
Devon and Somerset. This means that together with 
the matched funding from government we have over 
£38million to invest, the largest of any superfast broad¬ 
band programme in the UK. 

"This enables us to increase coverage to 95 per cent 
of homes and businesses by 2017. It puts us well on the 
way to our ultimate ambition of 100 per cent coverage 
by 2020. 

"Our next step will be to run an open procurement ex¬ 
ercise to find the best partners to deliver this invest¬ 
ment. We aim to start this process in September and 
select one or more partners by next February. By that 
time, we will also be able to identify the next commu¬ 
nities that will benefit from the additional funding. 

"In the meantime, we are focused on raising a further

"More businesses will be able to access new markets, 
increase their trading potential and their productivity. 
More people will be able to use online public services, 
stay connected with friends and family, and search for 
employment opportunities. Children and adults will 
have far greater access to online educational resources. 

"There is still a lot of work left to do with many com¬ 
munities yet to be connected.

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Memorials unveiled during WWI commemorations 


EVENTS in Crewkerne to commemorate the 
centenary of the outbreak of the First World 
War included a lights-out vigil on Monday, 
August 4th as well as a special event in Sev- 
eralls. 

The event in Severalls to officially reopen 
the renwed commemoration garden and me¬ 
morial, was attended by the Mayor of Crewk- 
eme, Councillor Robin Pailthorpe, and the 
mayoress, town crier, town hall members, 
Royal British Legion representatives, two 
cadets representing Crewkerne and two from 
Lufton Cadets, as well as members of the 
public. 

The Reverend Steve Gray led the service 
and Julie Bulgin from the Phoenix Band 
played the Last Post as the standard bearer 
lowered the Legion flag. 

A poem by Rupert Brooke, written in 
1914and aptly called “The Soldier”, was read 
and poppy wreaths were laid on the revived 
memorial by the mayor and chairman of the 
Royal British Legion Crewkerne branch, 
Gary Pennells. 

Anew memorial plaque costing £2,935 was 
also unveiled in Falkland Square during a 
service of dedication. This was followed by 
an event at the George Reynolds Centre, in 
which an oil painting depicting the Battle of 
Loos by local artist Alan Barrett was officially 
handed over to the Royal British Legion, 
which plans raise funds by selling raffle tick¬ 
ets for the work of art next year, marking the 
100th anniversary of the battle. 

Tickets for the raffle can be purchased at 
many local outlets which display the poster in 
their WW1 themed window, in the Town Hall 
or by contacting Alice Samuel on 01460 
279865. The funds raised from the raffle will 
be going toward the ongoing War Memorial 
Fund.

Crewkerne branch said: “On behalf of all the 
members of the Crewkerne branch of the 
Royal British Legion I would like to express 
our heart felt thanks to all the people who 
helped to raise the amount of £2,935 needed 
to secure this towns much deserved, new me¬ 
morial plaque. 

“The branch members have been active 
over the last five years in raising the money, 
holding stalls at various fetes and events dur¬ 
ing that time. I would also like to thank all the 
various people who made personal anony¬ 
mous donations to this cause whoever they 
may be, that includes of course, the people 
who chose to place there disc into the Wait- 
rose Community Matters Scheme, which 
helped our cause on two occasions. 

“Thanks must also go to the Crewkerne War 
Memorial Working Party who first met on 
January 7th to discuss and action the various 
problems regarding, not only the new memo¬ 
rial plaque, but the transformation of the en¬ 
tire Memorial Park at Severalls, not forgetting 
Sign Design & Graphics and Cutting Tech¬ 
nologies in Barnsley, who expertly made the 
new brass plaque and which was only made 
possible by the help given to us by the Crewk- 
eme Museum and library, together with the 
Somerset Museum for corrections to be made 
of the names of the fallen which were then 
cross checked by us with the Commonwealth 
War Graves Commission. 

“And finally we must thank A. & C. Joinery 
and there expert team, who created the won¬ 
derful carved oak frame, and base assembling 
the whole finished plaque together, and fi¬ 
nally hanging it on the wall in Falkland 
Square. 

“The whole combined memorial project by 
everyone involved is a testament to the people 
of Crewkerne, and to those who made the ul¬ 
timate sacrifice in our small town.”

The £400 donation 
will go towards the new 
controlled multi-sensory 
environment, which pro¬ 
vides therapy for people 
with autism and other de¬ 
velopmental disabilities, 
demntia or brain injury. 

The therapy consists of 
placing the person in a soothing and stimulating envi¬ 
ronment, called the Snoezelen room. These rooms are 
specially designed to deliver stimuli to various senses, 
using lighting effects, color, sounds, music and scents. 
The combination of different materials on a wall may 
be explored using tactile senses, and the floor may be 
adjusted to stimulate the sense of balance. The patient 
is usually accompanied by an aide or therapist. 

As a thank you for their donation and Mrs Ambrose’s 
work at the centre over the years, the new room has 
been named the Rosebud Snoezelen. 

Lions Club President Roger Taylor, a resident of 


Chard, was joined by Mr Ambrose, daughter Rachel 
and grandson Liam, plus several Lions club members 
and individuals who use the Laurel Centre to present 
the cheque for £400 to support leader Eileen Bond.

Centre said: “Rosemarie is greatly missed and we very 
grateful to llminster Lions for their help in getting the 
project off the ground.

I LMINSTER Town Football Club was formed in 
1920 and currently have four mens teams, two 
ladies teams and play their home fixtures from 
The Recreation Ground, in llminster.The first XI play 
in the Somerset County League Premier Division 
after promotion from Division One as champions in 
the 2011/12 season. The first team have already 
started their campaign with a slim 3-2 loss away at 
Berrow, but will be looking to improve on 13th po¬ 
sition last year, and claim their first points when they 
visit Frome Collegians this Saturday (13th August). 

The Reserve team, after several successful years 
playing in the Perry Street League, have, this season, 
moved across to the Fresha Devon & Exeter League 
and will play their debut season in Divison Five. The 
Reserves kick-off their season on Saturday, August 
30th away at Feniton Reserves. 

The third team, llminster Colts, and the forth team, 
llminster Town A, will play their football this season 
in the Perry Street Premier Division and Perry Street 
Division Two respectively, llminster Colts start their 
season on September 3rd, entertaining Perry Street 
and llminster Town A will travel to Drimpton on Au¬ 
gust 30th. 

History 

llminster entered the FA Cup for the first time in 




1948-49. They continued to play regularly in the FA 
Cup throughout the 1950s; their best performance 
was reaching the Second Qualifying Round. 

The club joined the Western Football League in the 
newly reformed Division One for the 1976-77 sea¬ 
son.The following season, llminster were promoted 
to the Premier Division after finishing third. They 
lasted two seasons in this division, during which 
time they reached the Third Round of the FA Vase, 
before being relegated back to Division One. Two 
seasons later, the club left the Western League alto¬ 
gether. 

IlminsterTown joined the Somerset Senior League 
Division One in 1985-86, but were relegated to Di¬ 
vision Two in 1988. The next season the club were 
crowned champions and regained their Division 
One status.They remained in the league until being 
relegated in 1995. Again they bounced back the fol¬ 
lowing season by winning Division Two. In 1999, the 
club was again relegated, and only returned to Divi¬ 
sion one after finishing runners-up in 2002-03. The 
following season, llminster were crowned champi¬ 
ons of Division One and reached the Premier Divi¬ 
sion for the first time. In 2008, the club was relegated 
back to Division One, but returned to the Premier Di¬ 
vision in 2012 after again winning the league title.
